Having 
receivad  a few  lessons  in  water-colors,  he  de- 
voted himself  thenceforth  to  landscape  paint- 
ing, and  his  third  picture,  a view  of  Greenwood 
Lake,  in  New  Jersey,  procured  his  election  as 
associate  of  the  Academy  of  Design,  of  which 
he  became  a full  member.  In  1847,  ill-health 
compelled  him  to  visit  Europe,  where  he  spent 
three  years  in  close  study  of  his  art.  Among 
his  most  successful  productions,  after  his 
return  to  America,  are  the  Sibyl's  Temple  and 
American  Harvesting,  engraved  by  the  Ameri- 
can Art  Union;  Peace  and  War  and  Niagara 
Falls.  He  revisited  England  in  1856.  His 
subjects  are  chiefly  landscapes,  to  which  alle- 
gory and  history  are  sometimes  made  ac- 
cessory.
